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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Firstly, Examiner acknowledges the an interview between Examiner and Applicant Mr. Santiarelli took place 
on 11/10/05 concerining the discussion of the independent Claims. However, the Claims have not placed the Application into allowance 
due to the following arguments. 

The Applicant argues that Patapoutian et al. does not teach a group of consecutive bits each having the same state and representing a 
logic level. But, as Applicant acknowledges in its Remark, Patapoutian et al. teaches a group of consecutive bits with two diffferent logic 
states in order to refer to a (logic levelfor logic level 1. Applicant further argues that "neither of the groups includes bits each 
having the same state". However, the refference does show sequences wherein there are four consecutive symblos all belonging in the 
same state (See Col.4, L. 43-44, wherein -++++ - -" represent the logic 10. The Applicant does not distinctively teach in the Claim as 
to how the define their definition of the logic level according to their Application, neither the amount of bits required in each group, as 
actually defined in the last paragraph of their Remarks dated 12/09/05 . 
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
